Experience Index 


One of the greatest of all modern economic 


hoaxes is the cost-of-living index prepared by 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics in the U. S. De- 
partment of Labor. 


It is to the credit of the Department ol Labor 


that it acknowledges the hoax, and has tried to 
keep it from doing damage. But the damage oc- 
curs automatically every time the index is 
brought up to date. 


For example, the latest Index figure is 185.5, 


which means there has been an increase of 85.5 
per cent above the 1935-1939 average. 
This 


seems to mean that the cost of living has risen 
85.5 per cent above the 1935-1939 average—and 
that is the hoax. 


The Bureau of Labor Statistics never has 


claimed to know what the cost of living was. 
It merely reports the costs of a specified num- 
ber of things which ordinarily enter into the cost 
of living, for the purpose of showing what is hap- 
pening to these costs.

School Boom 


Until the new school year actually has begun 


and enrollment figures are compiled, educators 
will have no firm knowledge of the school boom 
that should materialize this year in secondary 
education. 


Statistically, the crest of the birth rate which 


began to rise in the late 30's should be, feit in 
high school enrollments this year. But school 
authorities do not know what the defense boom 
is going to do to high-school-age students. 


The grim fact of secondary education is that 


it must compete with jobs for adolescent man- 
power. Either through some fault in education 
or some fault in attitudes toward education, 
millions of teen-agers drop out of school because 
they are not interested in education. 


In most cases, their decision to stop their edu- 


cation prematurely means they are through pre- 
paring themselves for responsibility. Having 
what they construe to be security while still of 
of school age, they cease to be interested In any 
further education. 


Worse yet, they cease to be interested in any 


further learning of any kind under any circum- 
stances. At a time when communities are strap- 
ping themselves to provide education on a 
larger numerical scale than ever before, educa- 
tors are worried for fear they may have a net 
shortage of high-school graduates during the 
next decade. 


Why Not Admit It? 


For the last few months, the American people 


have been warned in every conceivable way of 
the danger of drug addiction, particularly among 
adolescents. 


They have talked about laws, campaigns to 


enforce laws,.and the urgent necessity of edu- 
cation to steer young persons away from this 
pitfall. But there is one thing which is being 
strangely ignored. 


The drugs which make addicts must be manu- 


factured somewhere. They must be brought to 
the United States; none of them is known to or- 
iginate in this country.
